Goetz, actually served as a valet to Mr, Johnson and an escort 
for the secretary. 


Mrs. Mary Margaret Wiley Valenti, wife of Jack Valenti, 
Special Consultant to the President, advised that she had never 
seen anyone among Walter Jenkins‘ associates whom she would 
consider to have any “odd” tendencies, 


Williams, whonWaldron has admitted a homosexual act 
with, advised that * Waldron had traveled "quite a bit" with 
President Johnson on his campaign, 


William G, Carmichael, separated from the Army Air Force 
in 1944 under conditions other than honorable (habitual homosexual), 
advised that immediately following the assasiination of 
President Kennedy, Waldron became very close to President Johnson 
and was, in fact, “seldom out of President Johnson's sight,” 

He stated that Waldron worked untiringly and faithfully in the 
promotion of Johnson's campaign and traveled with him extensively 
as his private secretary because he could take extremely fast 
dictation, 


Brigadier General Felix L, Vidal, United States Air 
Force, retired, advised that in 1961 Jenkins made an oral request 
that favorable consideration be given to Waldron's application 
for commission in the Air Force Reserve and implied that the 
White House desired this action, Vidal said it was his opinion 
at that time that the desire arose with Waldron, but inasmuch as 
the White House had indicated an interest, the Air Force did not

Vidal said, as Commander of the 9999th Squadron, he 
saw Waldron often and did not regard him as being masculine as

On 10/20/64, SAs JOHN J, O'CONNELL and ROBERT H, 
CAHILL interviewed Mr, EARL D, HAGGERTY of the Civil Service 
Commission (CSC). It should be noted that Mr. HAGGERTY was 
the CSC Investigator who conducted inquiry concerning 
WALDRON in the Metropolitan Washington, D, C,, area, during 
the course of the Civil Service investigation conducted con- 
cerning WALDRON in 1963. 


The interview with Mr, HAGGERTY was confined to 
the purpose of ascertaining if he had developed any infor- 
mation during the course of his investigation which did not 
appear in his investigative report. 


Mr. HAGGERTY was querried concerning any infor- 
mation in his possession relating to the theft of a wrist 
watch reported by WALDRON to the Metropolitan Police 
Department (MPD). He stated that he had heard of the 
report of a watch stolen from WALDRON's residence (912 East 
Capitol Street), and as he remembers, he had attained this 

| information from BILL RANDOLPH, who holds some sort of position 
in the Security Office at the United States, t 
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Commerce. He related that this is his recollection of the 
matter, and said that it was not developed during the course 
of any routine check at the police agency. 


He stated that he later made inquiry of the investi- 
gating officers of the MPD, and said thet he had ascertained 
from them that the watch reported stolen by WALDRON had on the 
back some sort of an inscription. He said that he does not 
remember what this inscription was precisely, but believed that 
it read to the effect of "From LBJ To....." Mr. ERTY 
stated that he does not recall whether the watch had the name 
or the initials of the person to whom it was given, and said 
that it is his understanding that the watch was never recovered, 
He said that he believed that any <«--» information in the 
possession of Mr. RANDOLPH concerning WALDRON came to Mr. 
RANDOLPH's attention through the Department of Commerce's 
interest in JAMES WILLIAMS, 


Mr. HAGGERTY stated that throughout the course of his 
investigation, he was continually given the impression by 
persons he interviewed that WALDRON enjoyed a close association 
with President JOHNSON. He noted that ROBERT GOETZ, with whom 
WALDRON had lived on Queen Anne's Lane, went into considerable 
detail relating to the association of and contacts between 
WALDRON and the President, who at that time was Vice President 
of the United States, He noted that GOETZ had furnished 
favorable comments concerning WALDRON. 


Mr. HAGGERTY said that GOETZ had told him that many 
times the Vice President's car would drive up to the residence 
on Queen Anne's Lane, and that JOHNSON's secretary, who was 
then MARY MARGARET WILEY, since married to JACK VALENTI, a 
close associate and confidante of the President, would come to 
the door and ask if Mr. JOHNSON could come in. He said that 
Mf, GOETZ did not specify with what frequency these visits 
were made, but he said that he, Mr. HAGGERTY, gained the 
impression that this occurred more than once, Mr. HAGGERTY 
said that Mr. GOETZ stated that Mr, JOHNSON would come in, 
sit down, and have a drink. He also said that Mr, GOETZ 
mentioned that Miss WILEY had gone out with WALDRON on those 
occasions when it was a matter of convenience for one or the 
other to accompany each other. 
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Mr. HAGGERTY stated additionally that during the 
course of his inquiry, more than one person mentioned the 
fact that WALDRON was a very neat dresser, and he was given 
to understand that possibly WALDRON had helped select clothing 
for Mr. JOHNSON. 


Mr. HAGGERTY stated that during the course of his 
investigation of WALDRON, many people indicated to him that 
they had expected to be interviewed. He said that these 
individuals were not always the type of person who might 
normally be contacted in a background investigation, many of 
them being what he called developed witnesses. He stated 
that these individuals expressed no surprise whatsoever con- 
cerning, not only his presence, but the purpose of his inquiry.

He pointed out that the 
Civil Service Commission (CSC) had done an investigation fer °7 
WALDRON, and they had determined that he was formerly a 
roommate of JAMES CARROLL CORNELIUS WILLIAMS. He pointed out 
that WILLIAMS had come to their attention as a result of 
their dealings with him and as a result of a check when the 
CSC had ascertained that he and WALDRON were former roommates, 
In connection with their interest in WILLIAMS, they made a 
check of the complaint files of the MPD, Washington, D. C., on 
WALDRON, as WALDRON had formerly resided with WILLIAMS. He 
said they ascertained that WALDRON had made a complaint for 
breaking and entering in January, 1963, in which he reported 
a watch had been stolen, He reported that engraved on this 
watch was "Do Unto Others As They Would Do Unto You" "LBJ." 
Mr. RANDOLPH advised that all the information with regard to 
this matter has been furnished to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) in written form, with the exception of the 
inscription on the watch, which was furnished orally to the 
FBI as it dealt with the President of the United States.

appearance, in the pitch of his voice and by the movement 
of his hands, He said, however, to the best of his knowledge 
he had never known WALDRON to indulge in any activities other 
than that which a normal male would participate in. He said 
that WALDRON was well liked by everyone and had good connections, 
He said that WALDRON would be the type of person he would like 
to call his close friend, 


Mr, CONNICK was told that ROBERT EARL WALDRON had 
volunteered information to Special Agents of the FBI that 
he had had a homosexual experience with CONNICK on or about 
September 20, 1964, at CONNICK's residence after both of them 
had attended a party at WALDRON's house. He was also advised 
that WALDRON stated that in addition to the homosexual 
experience, he and CONNICK discussed WALDRON's homosexuality. 


CONNICK vehemently denied having had a homosexual 
experience with WALDRON and categorically denied that he had 
ever had any sort of a homosexual experience, CONNICK 
stated that he recalled attending a party at WALDRON's home 
in September, 1964, and added that while at the party, he 
consumed alcoholic beverages in more than moderate amount, 
He said that after the party at WALDRON's home broke up, 
WALDRON then offered to assist him home, adding that on the 
way they stopped and had more to drink although he does not 
recall eating anything. He said that after arriving at 
CONNICK's residence, he and WALDRON had more to drink, He 
said that while at his residence and both sitting on the 
sofa, WALDRON put his hands on his shoulder and back, where- 
upon he, CONNICK, moved to an adjoining chair. He pointed

He has known ROBERT EARL WALDRON since approximately 1949. 
(‘Pe finds WALDRON to be of a likable character. WALDRON does partake 
: of intoxicants on social occasions but does not over indulge. There 
is absolutely no question in his mind as to the honesty and trust- 
worthiness of WALDRON. He believes WALDRON is a reliable type of 
individual who practically ran the office of former Congressman 
HOMER THORNBERRY of Texas. WALDRON is well-known in the House Office 
Building. There has never come to his attention any indication that 
WALDRON was dissatisfied with the form of our Government and there 
has never been any indication of sympathy for any foreign government 
or ideology. He believes WALDRON is a Captain in the Air Force 
Reserves. 


To his knowledge, WALDRON associates mostly with indivi- 
duals employed in the House Office Building.

SynopsisWALDRON stated on a Report of Medical History, dated 
6/2/61, submitted in conjunction with his application 
for a commission in the U.S. Air Force Reserve, that 
he had never had nor did he have at that time homosexual 
tendencies. WALDRON furnished a signed statement to 
Special Agents of the FBI in October, 1964, wherein he 
advised that he has been an active homosexual since 1959. 
JAMES CARROLL WILLIAMS and WARNER J. CONNICK, with whom 
WALDRON stated he had participated in homosexual acts, 
denied such participation, WENDAL LEE PHILLIPS of Austin, 
Texas, related that on one occasion in 1962, while obliged 
to share a double bed with WALDRON, WALDRON kissed him 
on the cheek or shoulder. He stated that again in May of 
1963 he shared a double bed with WALDRON in Washington, 
D. C., and at this time WALDRON touched PHILLIPS' genital 
organs. PHILLIPS related that no homosexual act took 
place and that WALDRON told him that he had always been 
attracted more by men than women. On his Application for 
Appointment in the United States Air Force Reserve, WALDRON 
stated he had received an LLB Degree from the University 
of Texas in 1954. Investigation determined that WILLIAMS 
graduated from the University of Texas in 1954 with a BBA 
Degree.

The United States Air Force Officer Service 
Record of ROBERT E, WALDRON, United States Air Force 
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Serial Number AO 3123147, disclosed that he was appointed a 
Captain in the United States Air Force Reserve on September 12, 
1961, and that since that time, his unit of assignment 

has been the 9999th Air Reserve Squadron. 


This file disclosed that in conjunction with his 
application for a commission in the United States Air Force 
Reserve, WALDRON was aforded a physical examination on 
June 2, 1961. At thes time of examination on June 2, 1961, 
a Report of Medical History was signed by WALDRON. On this 
form under Item 20 was the question "Have you ever had or 
“ have you now’ homosexual tendencies?"' To this question 

WALDRON answered no. — 


WALDRON 's Report of Medical Examination, dated 
June 2, 1961, indicated that he had been certified as 
medically qualified for an Air Force Commission by the 
Surgeon ,General, United States Air Force, Washington, D. C, 
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ROBERT EARL. WALDRON was interviewed at the 
Office of Congressman J. J. PICKLE, U. 5S. District Court 
Building, and he provided the following signed statement: 


“Austin, Texas 
October 17, 1964 


"I, ROBERT EARL WALDRON, make this free and 
voluntary statement to CLYDE B. JOHNSON and 
GEORGE W. H. CARLSON, whom I know to be Special. 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
No threats or promises have been made to me anil 
I have been advised that I do not need to make 
any statement. I have further been advised that 
any statement made by’ me may be used in a court 
of law against me. Special Agent JOHNSON has 
told me that I have a right to talk with 4 lawyer 
of my own choice or anyone else before makjng 
this statement and that if I cannot pay for a 
lawyer the Judge will get one for me. 


"I was born January 1, 1927, in Lindale, 
Texas, and now reside at 912 East Capitol Street, 
N.E., Washington, D. C., and am presently amplceyed 
as Administrative Assistant to Congressman 
Jo J. PICKLE, 10th Congressional District af Texas. 


"Throughout my life I have realized that I 
was a latent homosexual but had completely controlled 
my activities until I moved to Washington, Do C. 
I went to Washington in June, 1955, to becqme 
the Administrative Assistant to Congressman 
HOMER THORNBERRY. Again I controlled my 
activities until approximately 1959, at which time 
I became an active homosexual, but then only 
limited to the privacy of my own residence. 


' 
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"Shortly after arriving in Washington, 
through my Congressional duties as the 
Assistant to the Congressman from the 10th 
District of Texas, I became acquainted with 
Mr. WALTER JENKINS, who then was the Assistant 
to Senator LYNDON B. JOHNSON. Later I 
came to know him and Mrs. JENKINS socially, 
approximately in 1957, mainly through activities 
of the Texans in Washington. 


"Mr. and Mrs. JENKINS were in my home 
to dinner, along with President and Mrs. 
JOHNSON, then Senator, my employer and other 
close friends when I resided at 221 North 
Pitt Street, Alexandria, Virginia, and on 
occasions at cocktail parties which I gave 
for large groups, mainly our Texas friends. 


"The first times that I recall being 
in the presence of Mr. JENKINS outside his 
office in a small group, was with then 
Senator and Mrs. JOHNSON, and other close 
friends, at Middleburg, Virginia, probably 
1959, and early 1960, 


"I have made many trips with Mr. JENKINS 
from time to time, including part of the 
1960 Presidential Campaign; the NATO Conference 
in Paris, France, November, 1960; the trip to 
the Far East with then Vice President JOHNSON 
in 1961; and an Air Force Reserve trip in 
1962 to Mexico, Panama, and Puerto Rico. 
During all of these trips I shared a bedroom 
with Mr. JENKINS on only one occasion, and 
that was an overnight stop in Bermuda after 
the Far Eastern Trip.

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“During all of my close personal 
associations with Mr. JENKINS I never, at 
any time, observed any action on his part - 
_ that would in any way cause me to think that 
he was a homosexual or had any homosexual 
tendencies. I feel that he had ample oppor- 
tunity to exhibit any such tendencies during 
our long period of close association. 


"In addition, I know of no one on the 
staff of the President that is a homosexual 
nor is,there anyone that I suspect of 
being a homosexual. 


"Since I have gone this far, I would 
certainly have no hesitancy of revealing ? 
any information about anyone that I did 
suspect. 


-“"I can always be reached through my 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. C. W. WALDRON, 512 
Douglas Blvd., Tyler, Texas, should any 
further information be desired. 


"T have personally typed this statement 
myself, consisting of two other pages, and 
it is’ true and correct to the best of my

ROBERT EARL WALDRON, Room 451, Driskill Hotel, 
Austin, Texas, of his own accord, appeared at the FBI | 
Resident Agency in Austin, Texas, on October 20, 1964, and 
stated after giving due thought he recalls an incident 
which occurred about September 20, 1964, in Washington, DoCoy 
which he desired to relate. - . 


WALDRON advised that he gave a party for a; lady 
friend from Florida at his, WALDRON’s, home, 912 East Capitol 
Street Northeast, Washington, D.C. He said among the invited 

. guests was WARNER KONIC who resides at 309 Third Street - 
Southeast, Washington, DoCo, and described him as a white male, 
age 24, 5°10" tall, 175 pounds, a brunett, and who had been 

_/ | employed in LYNDON B. JOHNSON'’s Mail Room as a patronage 
; appointment while Mr. JOHNSON was: Senator and Vice: President. 

' WALDRON said to his, WALDRON's knowledge, KONIC never had any 
contact with WALTER JENKINS and. has never worked: for LYNDON 
B,. JOHNSON. since he, JOHNSON, became. President. ; 


WALDRON stated that: the guests were served drinks 
and KONIC in particular had "quite a few". He stated that 
. after the party KONIC and WALDRON went: to eat and. had beers 
with their‘meal. After eating, WALDRON took KONIC. to. KONIC's 
apartment at 309 Third Street Southeast, Washington, DoCo, 
and: he, WALDRON, went in to see: KONIC’s apartment, He 
stated that while in KONIC’s apartment he, WALDRON, and KONIC 
had some wine: and after that WALDRON made a "pass": at KONIC, 
He said KONIC did not resist him and that KONIC. and WALDRON 
had homosexual relations. He stated that KONIC was. completely 
passive and he, WALDRON, does not know whether KONIC.is a ;

WALDRON stated that after the: relations were completed 
KONIC and WALDRON discussed. WALDRON's problem (WALDRON's. being a 
homosexual). WALDRON. said KONIC was completely —_ 
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_ surprised to find out that WALDRON was a homosexual but 
appeared to be understanding. 


WALDRON said KONIC is now a school teacher at 
Anacostia Public Schoois and is working on his M.A, Degree, 
he believes at Georgetown University, Washington, D.C. 


WALDRON said that the only reason that he, WALDRON, 
is furnishing information concerning KONIC is that KONIC at 4 
one time worked 6n JOHNSON's staff. However, WALDRON reiterated 
that he does not believe KONIC has had any direct contact with 
JENKINS or that the information furnished above would have 

any bearing on the JENKINS present investigation. WALDRON 
stated, however, that he wanted to make it clear in view of his, 
WALDRON's earlier statement that he did not know any other 
‘person on the LBJ staff that he had ever made overtures toward. 
WALDRON said that since KONIC is a public school teacher 
WALDRON would appreciate any questioning concerning KONIC 

be discreet in order not to harm his career since WALDRON 

feels that he, WALDRON, was the instigator in the above 
homosexual relationship. He stated that this has been 

the only homosexual relationship that he has had with KONIC. 
WALDRON stated that prior to and since the above described 
homosexual relationship with KONIC, WALDRON has seen KONIC 
socially and KONIC has been in WALDRON’s home on five occasions 
since the incident. He stated that KONIC had his girlfriend 
with him on three occasions and on two occasions he, KONIC, 

was at WALDRON’s home When Congressman J, J. PICKLE was present. 


WALDRON said that on the night of October 19, 1964, 
he spent a great deal of time going over in his mind names 
of individuals known to him from 1955 to the present time in 
Washington, D.C., in an effort to think of any other person 
that he has had homosexuai relations with that had been 
connegted at one time with the United States Government 
or at the present time and he, WALDRON, feels now that he has 
furnished complete information concerning all of his 
homosexual activities.with U. S. Government employees. 
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Mr. WARNER JAMES CONNICK, 309 3rd Street S. E., 
employed as teacher, Anacostia High School, Washington, D, Ces 
advised that he first came to Washington, D. C., in September, 
1960. He said at that time he entered Georgetown University 
Law School but only attended two days then entered George 
Washington University, He said in the Fall of 1960, he 
started volunteer work with the Volunteers for KENNEDY ~ 
JOHNSON in connection with the 1960 presidential campaign. 

He said his work involved the mailing of letters. He said 
after the election in February, 1961, he was put on the 

/ | patronage of then Vice President LYNDON B, JOHNSON, where he 

was employed in the mail room. He stated that he worked in 

this position for approximately three years until the assassina-~ 

tion of President JOHN F. KENNEDY, He pointed out that after 

the assassination, when LYNDON B. JOHNSON and his staff went 

to the White House, he and two other new employees under the 

patronage of JOHNSON were not taken with the staff to the 

White House. He said he subsequently obtained a position of 

elevator operator in the Capitol, which position he still 

holds along with his school teaching job. ‘ 


Mr, CONNICK advised that he knows ROBERT E, WALDRON 
who is now Administrative Assistant to Congressman J. J. PICKLE 
of Texas. He said WALDRON was formerly Administrative Assistant 
to Congressman HOMER THORNBERRY of Texas, He stated that during 
his employment at the Capitol, he had little or no contact with 
WALDRON as he was just a mail room employee and WALDRON was in 
the "inner circle" of JOHNSON's staff. He said he did know 
WALDRON to say hello to and WALDRON would always speak when he 
passed through the mail room, He pointed out that WALDRON gave 
numerous social functions which included most of JOHNSON's 
staff and that more or less jokingly, on one occasion, he asked 
WALDRON why he was never invited to one of these functions, He 
Said over the past several months he has had more frequent 
contact with WALDRON and stated that one day in September 
when WALDRON was passing through the mail room he asked him 
to come to a social function at his home. He stated that he 
attended two social functions at WALDRON's home, both in 
September, 1964, He said he could not recall the names of 
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the individuals attending these functions with the exception 
of Congressman PICKLE as all the other guests were strangers 
to him. He said also, on one occasion in late September of 
in October, 1964, he stopped by WALDRON's home with two 
female acquaintances of his, more or less with the idea of 
empressing his female acquaintances because WALDRON had 
such a fine home. _ 
Mr, CONNICK advised that he considered’ WALDRON 

to be a very fine man in every respect and said he has never 
had any reason to question his moral character, personal 
habits, loyalty*to the United States or his associates and 
would never consider him to be a security risk. He pointed 
out, however, that WALDRON was slightly feminine in his 
appearance, in the pitch of his voice and by the movement 
of his hands. *He said, however, to the best of his knowledge. 
~ he had never known WALDRON to indulge in any activities other 

than that which a normal male would participate in. He said 
that WALDRON was well liked by everyone and had good connections, 
He said that WALDRON would be the type of person he would like 
to call his close friend. 


Mr. CONNICK was told that ROBERT EARL WALDRON had 
volunteered information to Special Agents of the FBI that 
he had had a homosexual experience with CONNICK on or about 
September 20, 1964, at CONNICK's residence after both of them 
had attended a party at WALDRON's house. He was also advised 
that WALDRON stated that in addition to the homosexual 
experience, he and CONNICK discussed WALDRON's homosexuality. 


CONNICK vehemently denied having had a homosexual 
experience with WALDRON and categorically denied that he had 
ever had any sort of a homosexual experience. CONNICK 
stated that he recalled attending a party at WALDRON's home 
in September, 1964, and added that while at the party, he 
consumed alcoholic beverages in more than moderate amount. 
He said that after the party at WALDRON's home broke up, 
WALDRON then offered to assist him home, adding that on the 
way they stopped and had more to drink although he does not 
recall eating anything. He said that after arriving at 
CONNICK's residence, he and WALDRON had more to drink, He 
said that while at his residence and both sitting on the 
sofa, WALDRON put his hands on his shoulder and back, where= 
upon he, CONNICK, moved to an adjoining chair. He pointed 
out that WALDRON is the type that when he talked to a person 
he always puts his hand or hands on their back and shoulder, 
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He said after moving to the chatr, he does not recall anything. 
until the next morning. He said he does not believe he passed 
out but merely fell asleep and said he could not state as 

to whether WALDRON left the apartment at that time or left 
the next morning. He said he cannot believe that WALDRON 
committed a homosexual act on him, pointing out that even 
though he was apparently quite drunk, he surely would 
remember suchaan experience. He said he definitely did not 
freely submit to WALDRON and ‘has not subsequently discussed 
the events of that evening with him, He pointed out that 

he was obviously very intoxicated that evening because the 
next morning he could not even recall where his’ automobile 
was. He reiterated that he was intoxicated but could not 
believe that WALDRON performed a homosexual act on him, 
stating that he f@lt he certainly would remember this no 
matter how intoxicated he was. 


Mr. CONNICK further advised that he is currently : 
listed in the Washington Metropolitan Area Telephone Directory 
as WARNER J. KONIC, pointing out that a while back he had 
been in arrears on his telephone bill which he did not pay 
and when he moved: and obtained a new telephone, he used the 
name of WARNER J, KONIC so the telephone company would not 
identify him and further that he kept his listing in the 


_ telephone book as KONIC so his students could not call. 
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On October 18, 1964, JAMES CARROLL WILLIAMS, 
4635 Massachusetts Avenue, N.W., who is employed by the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Sarvey of the United 
States Department of Commerce, was interviewed by Special 
Agents MAURICE G. AUSTIN and FELIX T. HOLT, JR. At this 
time WILLIAMS denied that he had ever participated in a 
homosexual act with WALDRON and stated that he could not 
offer any explanation as to why WALDRON would implicate 
him in such a matter. He said that he had never been 
aware of any homosexual activity on the part of WALDRON. 


When interviewed on October 16, 1964, by 
Special Agents AUSTIN and HOLT, WILLIAMS reported that he 
had become acquainted with WALDRON subsequent to February 
of 1957 and subsequent to that Livedhwithet WALDRON, He 
stated that he and WALDRON had lived together at 306 4th 
Street, S.E., from January of 1960, until January of 1961. 
During the course of the interview on October 16, 1964, 
WILLIAMS described WALDRON to Special Agents AUSTIN and 
HOLT as a “fop" and as having feminine mannerisms. 


When re-interviewed on October 18, 1964, by 
Special Agents AUSTIN and HOLT, WILLIAMS categorically 


denied that he had ever participated in any homosexual 
act with anyone at anytime.

Mr. RHILLIPS said he met ROBERT E,. WALDRON in late 
1957 when WALDRON was Administrative Assistant to Congressman 
(now Federal Judge) HOMER THORNBERRY. At that time Congressman” 
THORNBERRY had his office in the Federal Building in Austin, 
Texas, and Mr, PHILLIPS went to Mr. THORNBERRY's office to 
invite him to make a speech before the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. THORNBERRY was not in and Mr. PHILLIPS left a 
message about hs Bpee h invitation with WALDRON, 


Thereafter Mr, LLIPS said he saw WALDRON occasionally 
when WALDRON would come/into the bank to cash a check or trans- 
act other business, He sa he may have taken WALDRON as a 
guest to the Junior Chamber of Commerce one time, 


In the latter part of 1961 and 1962, for an approximate 
six weeks. period each year, WALDRON shared a "house with Mr, 
PHILLIPS at 2323 Newfield Lane, Austin, Texas, while Congress 
was in adjournment and Mr, THORNBERRY and WALDRON were in 
Austin. 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that WALDRON was effeminate looking, 
frail; wore tight pants and was interested in flowers-and 
numerous cultural subjects but he observed no overt: indication 
that WALDRON might be a homosexual until 1962, He said that 
the above characteristics did not seem particularly dapertant 
to him at that time, 


Mr PHILLIPS said.that in 1962, the last night that 
WALDRON occupied the house, PHILLIPS was sleeping in a double 
bed and WALDRON in a single bed in the same room, The room 
was very small and of necessity the two beds were in very close 
proximity to one another, That night after going to bed, 
WALDRON rolled to the edge of his bed and closer to PHILLIPS' 
bed and put his arm across Mr, PHILLIPS' chest, He also kissed 
Mr. PHILLIPS on the cheek or shoulder, Mr, PHILLIPS said that 
he was suspicious of WALDRON but because of Mr. PHILLIPS’ total 
inexperience 
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in such mattershe was not sure whether this was a homo-~ 
sexual approach or not, After about thirty minutes 
WALDRON desisted, The next morning WALDRON looked very 
fatigued as if he had not slept well that night, 


Mr, PHILLIPS said that thereafter he and WALDRON 
exchanged letters three or four times a year, 


in May, 1963, Mr, PHILLIPS went on two weeks Naval 
Reserve duty at Norfolk, Virginia, and thereafter had a 
week's vacation which he spent in Washington, D.C. He 
Said that WALDRON had a house on East Capitol, the number 
of which he believed was 912, He said WALDRON rented the 
basement apartment to some man, name unknown, and a room 
upstairs to another man, He thought this individual was a 
Government employee, He did not recall his last name but 
thought his first name was PAUL, 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that on the first night after 
Mr. PHILLIPS arrived that Mr, PHILLIPS shared a double 
bed with WALDRON, He said WALDRON began feeling of the 
upper part of Mr. PHILLIPS" body and gradually let his hand 
creep toward Mr, PHILLIPS’ genitals, This was over a 
period of 45 minutes to an hour with brief interruptions 
wnen Mr, PHILLIPS would move away and try to avoid WALDRON, 
Mr. PHILLIPS said he was feigning Sleep.When WALDRON finally 
touched Mr, PHILLIPS’ genitals, Mr, PHILLIPS asked, "BOB, 
do you know what you are doing:" WALDRON answered, "yes," 
Mr. PHILLIPS then saids"I had hoped you didn't," 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that WALDRON immediately desisted 
from any further approach and seemed very perturbed, There- 
after they talked for a long time and WALDRON said he had 
had this problem as long as he could remember, He implied 
that it was out of his control and that he had always been 
attracted more by men than by women and that he had no 
desire ever to marry, He promised he would never approach 
Mr. PHILLIPS again in this manner, 


WALDRON also said that this was a physical ailment 
with him. Mr. PHILLIPS said he did not recall whether 
WALDRON actually said that he was a homosexual but he 
certainly implied it. He seemed worried for fear that this 
incident would terminate their friendship, 
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Mr, PHILLIPS said the “#anlowing day ina telephone 
conversation WALDRON said that he was "worried ‘to death" 
about this matter, He expressed fear that he might 
lose his position, 


Mr, PHILLIPS said he stayed on with WALDRON for another 
six days and that WALDRON made no further approaches, 


Mr, PHILLIPS said he feels sorry for WALDRON but does 
not know how to go about helping him. 


Mr, PHILLIPS said he was interviewed by a Government 
investigator, whom he believes was with the Civil Service 
Commission, in November, 1963, and he told this investiga- 
tor virtually the same information as set out above, 


Mr, PHILLIPS said that several months after the 


‘interview WALDRON wrote that he knew that Mr, PHILLIPS had 


given information concerning him and he was afraid he would 
lose his position and have to move away from Washington, _ 


Mr. PHILLIPS said he met three or four of WALDRON's 


_ friends in Washington, whom he suspected were homosexuals, 


As far as he knew, none of these persons were in Government 
service, He said WALDRON simply indicated these people 
were not homosexuals, 


Mr. PHILLIPS said that he may be able to locate 
the above mentioned letter from WALDRON at his home in 
Austin. He also advised that he desired to discuss this 
matter with his wife and family before reaching a decision 
as to whether to make a signed statement and whether he 
would be willing to testify in an official hearing, 


He requested to be recontacted on Monday, October 19, 
1964, in Austin, Texas, 
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On October 20, 1964, the San Antonio Office received 
a registered envelope by mail which -bore the return address of 
LEE PHILLIPS, Capital National Bank, Box 65, Austin, Texas - 
78761. This envelope contained Autostat copies of a letter 
dated May 15, 1964, signed "BOB" in ink with the typed name 
"BOB WALDRON, 912 East Capitol, Washington, D.C.". 


“CONFIDENTIAL 
"May 15, 1964 


"Dear Lee: 


"I received your card and am glad you 
were able to visit the Summer White House. 


"Lee, I had often heard the expression, 
"One doesn’t need enemies with friends like 
you," but I never knew the true meaning of 
that expression until last December. I ‘am 
sure you*well know what I mean, aS you 
succeeded in planting the seed that would 
eventually completely destroy me -- 
professionally and financially; keep me from ~ 
attaining the one goal for which I had so 
diligently worked; and cause me to lose my 
commission. Then to make it more complete, 
your efforts will prevent me from holding’ 
any Civil Service position of any significance 
or any position with any firm directly connected 
with the Federal government, to say nothing 
of the final effects on my family. 


"It is commendable, I suppose, that you 
felt you ‘owed it to your country’ -- but 
have you ever thought -- from your supposedly 
strong faith as a Christian -- that you might 
owe something to a friend who might not be as 
strong and as perfect as you. I will give you 
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credit for your kind remarks about what a fine person 
I was, but you certainly dealt the death blow with 
the statements that followed. FX hope you would not 
think I would be so naive not to find out the results 
of the investigation. 


"While I can understand that you might feel 
compelled to tell of your experience, I could not 
believe that you would betray my confidential con- 
versation with you. [I believe you will well recall 
your statement to me: ‘It is probably my fault, as 
I wanted to see how far you would go." And then you 
asked if there was anything you could do%to help me. 
It was then that I took you into my confidence and ~ 
gave you a full case history, thinking that I was 
talking to my cloest friend that I could trust. 
Obviousiy I was wrong. I might have been able to 
overcone your statements as they applied to you, 
but it was impossible when confronted with our 
conversation and my entire case history. 


“After our close association for such a long 
period of time; your observations of my dedication 
to my work and employers and my behavior under 
almost every circumstance, I would think you would 
give me at least some benefit of the doubt that I 
would be layal to the President and to my country. 


"Lee, the damage to me is done, but I must 
admonish you to be more careful in the future when 
a person's entire career is at stake--and yours 
also. As you well know, our society is great at 
assuming guilt by association. Just put yourself 
in the other person's place for a moment--as I am 
sure that somewhere along the line you have come 
so close to being there. You may rest assured that 
when ques tioned about you, I gave every assurance 
that you were in no way involved and the fault was 
all mine, even though we have shared a room at 
various times over the last three years and that 
you came here to visit me.

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"The report has now become a permanent record 
and it will be merely a matter of time until the 
information will begin to spread. My only great 
concern is that it will not affect innocent friends: 
and associates, in and out of government. 


"While I know you never understood my feeble 
efforts to tell you, no one will ever be as sincerely 
fond of you as I was or ever feel as close to you as 
I did when we were together. Particularly was this 
true when we were visiting your parents, and when 
you finally came here to spend a week with me. I 
just hope that somehow you will be able to explain 
to your parents why we will never see each other 
again or why I will not be visiting them as planned. 
' And while I have not had the privilege of meeting 
Janie, and will not have, I too hope you can. explain 
the situation to her, without involving yourself, 
should she inquire. My affections for people are 
deep seated, and although I am deeply hurt, I will 
always remember our enjoyable hours together. 


"Mother has been here for a month and I did 
everything I could to see that she enjoyed a final 
‘fling’ in Washington. I now have my house up for 
sale. I will soon resign my present position 
before I cause any embarrassment to anyone here. 
What I will do after that I do not know at this 
time. 


"Naturally, I cannot help feeling bitter about 
this whole thing, but I truly feel sorry for you 
that you have not yet come to grips with some of 
the true problems of life and some of the true facts 
of human nature. I might feel great remorse if I 
did not know that there are so many facing the 
same problem as I. Unfortunately, there is no way 
of solving mine now, no matter what I might do, as 
{t will be marked by our society-- which does not 
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permit a return. Really, you might say my problem 
is now over, as it is now only a matter of survival 
in the future. 


"Lee, one other word of caution, if I may. 
Should you ever become faced with a similar problem 
in one of your children, I do hope you will have. 
compassion and understanding and realize that it: 
is quite a common problem--and one that needs the 
love and understanding of those close to overcome 
it. Your betraval, as in my case, will merely 
drive the*child right into the final stages as he 
will have no other place to go. 


"Y aim sorry that I could not see you personally 
aad had to resort to a letter, but I felt that I had 
delayed as long as I should in contacting you, 
particularly for your benefit. I gave you every 
Sppor funky I could at Christmas to talk with me,. 
but you obviously had nothing to say. There is no 
question’ from my actions and attitude that you knew 
I had found out. It would have been so easy for you 
to have called me after giving your report, so that 
I would have at least had an opportunity to withdraw 
without embarrassment to anyone. 


“Under separate cover I am returning the record, 
which I have not opened, and also the travel clock 
which you gave me earlier. Also I will return the 
book which you left at the house. 


“Please know that you have absolutely nothing 
to fear from me and I assure you that I will not 
contact you in the future. Should I ever again be 
contacted about you, you may rest assured that I 
can only give a good report. :

In 1961 Waldron commissioned as captain in 9999th Air Reserve 
Squadron and favorable consideration given due to request of 
Walter Jenkins who implied White House desired Waldron 

receive commission,* Performance ratings dated 9-4-62 and 9-18-63 
signed by Major General Barry Goldwater and stated Waldron well 
qualified for promotion to Major. Application papers for 
reserve commission contained false statements in that he claimed 
LL.B, degree and answered "no" to question whether he possessed 
homosexual tendencies, Facts concerning false statements 
presented to U. S. Attorney's Office, District of Columbia, 
10-21-64, and opinion re prosecution being withheld pending 
receipt of written reports for further study of facts.
